Recently a mother has written to me, much disturbed, describ- 
ing a similar incident. Her small daughter hung her head and refused 
to eat a mouthful at a stranger's table. 
What causes shyness in children? Many things may do so. 
Domineering, excessively efficient mothers, over solicitous parents, in- 
ferior hea'c physical handicaps such as impaired hearing or sight, 
"blemianes such rs protruding teeth, floppy ears, drooping eye lids, non- 
harsh, over-critical, cruel parents, 

Avoid the foundations of shyness in your child by taking him 
out of cellophane when he is a baby—iet him see a few other people be- 
mide his family. As he grows older, let him learn self-reliance.
